2. The activities of the Office of Security during the — 
veel of 14 ~ 26 February 1980 were highlighted by the following 
tems: 


a. The Department of Labor was provided statistical 
reports For CY 1979 covering the occupational injuries 
and ilinesses of Agency employees, fires, and accidents 
involving moter vehicles, property and equipment. 

Taese reports were submitted in compliance with 
reporting requirements of the Occupational Safety 
and Health Act. The totel number of reportable cases 
(which does not include first aid cases) subnitred 
wes 304 - 147 lost workday cases and 157 nonfatal 
cases. For comparison, there were 301 reportable 
cases in CY 1978 ~ 3 fatalities, 130 lost workds 
cases and 168 nonfatal cases. {U) 


b. On 20 February, the Security Education Group 
presented two Security Updates for the Office of 
Imagery Analysis, NFAC, to the entire office ——— 
employees. The sessions, which were requested an 
introduced by the Director of OIA, were specifically 
tailored to OIA's expressed needs.
